1 habe thought fit to Command all Popich Pꝛieſts and Jeſuites, being Our Natu⸗ 
NN ral bozn Subjects, to depart out ok, and not to return o2 come into this Our King⸗ 
Ig ogy dom, under ſuch Penalties, and in ſuch manner as is herein after expzeſſed ; We 
FX NE £2 Dotherefoze by this Dur Royal Pzoclamation, ſtrictly Charge and Command all 
„ Nee Jeſuites and Pꝛieſts whatſoever, being Dur Natural bozn Subjects, who have 
taken Oꝛders from the See of Rome, oꝛ by the Authozity, oꝛ pzetended Authozity 
Freok, and not being under reſtraintby Impꝛilonment, (except Mr. John Huddleſton, who did eminent⸗ 
Nerve Us in Our Elcape from Worcelter ) That they do befoze. the Twenty fifth day of March next 
Nuing, depart out of this Our Kingdom of England, Dominion of Wales, and Town of Berwick upon 
Feed; and that they 02 any of them, o2 any other ſuch Pzielts oz Jeluites, do not after the ſaid 
wenty fifth day of March, pzeſume to come oz return into Our laid Kingdom of England, Dominion 
Wales, 02 Town of Berwick, upon pain of having the Penalties of the Laws and Statutes of this 
'Bur Realm inflicted upon them: And fo2 their better means to depart accozoingly, We do hereby 
Neclare and Publiſh Our further Will and Pleaſure, That ik at any time befoze the ſaid Twenty fifth 
"Tp of March, they 02 any ok them (hall reſozt to the Town oꝛ Pozt of Berwick, oz to any Pozt-Towti | 
Dur ſaid Kingdom of England, oꝛ Dominion of Wales, and there declare himlſelf/ to the Magiſtrate - 
the Town, oz the Officers of any Port, that he is a Pꝛieſt, and that heis there to take Shipping 
bis paſſage, they (hail ſuffer him oz them quietly to depart, and (hall lee them Shipt and ſent away 
Foꝛeignu Poꝛts, and give them their furtherance fo2 their departure. And to the end this Dur 
Noclamatioen may be the better obſerved and obeyed, Te do hereby ſtrictly Charge and Command all 
Pur Licutenants, Deputy-Lieutenants, Commiſſioners, Juſtices of the Peace, Mayozs, Sheriffs, 
Bayliffs, and all other Our Officers and Miniſters whatſoever, That they be circumlpect and vigi⸗ 
nt each of them in their ſeveral Charges, from and after the ſaid Twenty fifth day of March next, in 
Harching foꝛ, and diſcovering all ſuch Peſuites and Pꝛieſts as afozeſaid, as Mall pzeſume to remain oz 
me into Our laid Kingdom of England, Dominion of Wales, oꝛ Town of Berwick, contrary to Our 
loyal Pleaſure and Command herein declared, that lo the Laws may be put in due Execution againſt 
hem. |
